Washington, D. C., Feb. 18.—[Special.}~A 


bill designed to draw the teeth of loan sharks 
in the District of Columbia was passed by the 


| house of representatives today. It places 


money lending on chattels and salaries under 
government supervision and prohibits «a 
higher interest charge than 1 per cent « 
month. 

The bili was not passed, however, without 
a fight between the advocates of J and of 2 
per cent a month, and the maximum interest 
rate. The measure as reported by the dis 
trict committee and as backed by the leading 
charitable organizations of the capital ap- 
fied 2 per cent a month. 

It was contended by the protagoniste of 
the legislation that the benevolent loan se- 
cleties coul@ not do business at a rate less 
than 2 per cent a month, and that a maxi- 
: would favor the 
loan sharks, who make thelr profits out 
of secret penalties imposed on delinquent 
borrowers. 

The amendment by Congressmen Levy re- 
ducing the chargé from 2 to 1 per cent was 
adopted by a vote of 178 to 83. Iilincis men- 
bers who voted. for the amendment were: 

Republicans—McKenzle, McKinley, McKin- 
ney, Madden, Rodenberg, Sterling. Demo- 
crats—Foster, Fowler, Stone.

Economical 3 3 
Rhubarb Jam and Pastries. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 

HUBARB.JAM.—One pound of sugar to 

every pound ot rhubarb. Prepare as 

for stewing. Mix it with sugar and 

slowly heat ſt, &nd then cook slowly 

until the st@iks are tender. After that 
boil quickly from half to three-quarters of an 
hour, or until it will set. 

The old cook books seldom fail to mention 
rhubarb, spring fruit.“ -piepiant, or the Per- 
sian apple; the new books are not so sure to 
mention it. This fruit used to be a. great 
boon to country houséwives, especially for 
pies, “dear piés, for they take an enormous 

quantity of sugar.” There was no telling ex- 
cept by taste how much sugar to use, because 
some rhubarb was much more tart than 


thers. 
In old 800 « visiting times ” a guest 
was sometimes offered such @ succession of 
rhubarb pies, always ds a great treat to 
lame all liking tor this combination of fruit 
and pastry. 5

spring of the year this makes a very inviting 
and wholesome dish, and its. qualities purify 
the blood, Weh the winter’s food has ren- 
dered gross. Cut up about twelve sticks of 
rhubarb mito lengths of one inch, put ft in a 
stewpan holding about two quarts, put over 
it a quarter of a pound of sugar anda tabie- 
spoonful of water, set ft on a sharp fire, stir- 
ring it. Do not let it get brown or it will 
spoll and lose its flavor. It will take but a 
few minutes to do... When. tender, put it in a 
basin. to cool. A few minutes before serving 
fill in the vol-au-vent with it and serve cold, 

Another recipe which .uses scarcely more 
water—it is alwayé a question how much to 
use—is as follows: 

Compote of Rhtbarb.—Take a pound of the 
stalks after they are pared, and cut them into 
short lengths. Have ready a quarter pint of 
water beiled gently for ten minutes with five 
ounces ot sugar, or with six should the fruit 
be very acid. Put it in and simmer it for ten 
minutes. Some kinds will be tender in rather 
less time, and some will require more,

The earliest rhubarb in the market seems to 
melt done in the very shortest time, unless it 
ig wilted. Later on, when the sun has «a 
chance to help in the ripening, it takes much 
longer for it to cook, and it is often much 
coarser. Some people bake rather than stew 
the fruit in making a saute. It seems richer 
when cooked in the Gen.

Whereupon the audience waxed enthusiastic 
and many curtain calls ensued. Finally. to 
still the clamor Mr. Robertson appeared 
alone and modestly acknowledged the un- 
usual compliment. It was indeed a gratify- 
ing incident, for it had been bruited about 
that Mr. Robertson was not at all within the 
picture of this modern drama. As a matter 
of fact he did occasionally transgress with 
excessive lyricism and poignancy. But ft 
is comfortable to feel that one may write 
about him in this instance conscientiousiy 
and yet without risking obliteration at the 
violent hands of some Dialettante member 
of the Cliff Dwellers club. Thus, aside 
from the too ‘cowering sweetness of his 
deportment and his infrequent outbursts 
into song he was much like this unciever, 
impecunious, and long-suffering teacher of 
music, and he deserved the gracious if sen- 
timental tribute of last evening's audience. 
I hope I have not been patronizing. He was 
a lot better than any one had reason to 
suspect. U 
i 0 
During most of the early scenes of the 
play Mr. Robertson hovered vicariously in 
distant corners of the stage quietly forging 
his thunderbolt. Mortimore, the rich brewer 
of Singlehampton, was dead, leaving a large 
estate, no will, and ap illegitimate daughter, 
an art student in Paris. His brothers, their 
wives, his sister and her husband, ‘a retired 


Colonel of infantry, from whom he had deen 


estranged,” were found trying to suppress 
their jubilation under a crude sense of de- 
corum and a terror that the will might yet 
turn up. Miss Hedwig Reicher, tall, dark. 
and silky, was this nameless child, and much 
to the relief of the surviving Mortimores, ex- 
cepting .Mr. Robertson's Mortimore, was too 
independent to accept provision from them, 
although heartbroken that her father had 
forgotten her. 

Then Thaddeus’ despised wife, a nice per- 
son, though the daughter of a minor trades- 
man, broke down and confessed to her hus- 
band that she; prowling around the deceased 


discovered that it left his fortune to a woman 
‘fn Paris, and had destroyed it. Onto the 
seene of the feverish calculations of the 
other Mortimores burst Thaddeus with these 
glad tidings~only he, nobly, pretended that 
he was the culprit. ~ However, as he was un- 
killed in falsehood, his story was soon 
‘brushed away by the shrewd solicitors pree- 
ent, and there was a nasty, sordid riot, all 
directed against Mrs. Thaddeus It was 
there that Mr. Robertson emitted his piercing 
cries, “ She's been a good wife to me! She's 
been a good wife toeme!” and won the 
‘plaudits of those present. To clear away a 
situation which there is no time now to 
elucidat@ it may be said that the nameless 
heroine agreed with much aloofness to ac- 
cept one-sixth of her father’s fortune, to 
forgive Mrs. Thaddeus her fault, and to 
bestow ber heart, hand, and legacy upon the 
Rev. George Trist, who had been manifest- 
ing a mild and mannerly desire to be married 
to her in a preceding scene,

An these events and emotions were repre- 

sented last night with as much effect as they 
were some four years ago by the then Mr. 
George Alexander and his company in Lon 
don. Mr. Alexander was a shrewden, bigger. 
less cherubic Thaddeus than Mr. Robert- 
gon, and he dominated the play in a man- 
ner quite different, and I think less con- 
sistent with the character’s meaning, though 
Mr. Alexander, of course, was rehearsed to 
some extent by the author. Last night's 
was a louder, broader performance than the 
original, particularly in the final moments of 
the third act, when the Mortimores. in their 
frenzy of chagrin, become explicably farci- 
cal. The play, I feel, is one of the legs im- 
portant of Pinero’s. It is exciting, well told, 
logical, and set with delightful character 
sketches in outline.

Wants Governor to Decide. 

Attorney General Carmody will ask Su- 
preme Court Justice Gerard tomorrow to de- 
lay his decision on the writ of habeas corpus 
in order that the case might go back to 
the governor. 

‘*T beNeve,” said Mr. Carmody, that the 
petition’ will. be. granted. The governor

Will Ask Jury Action.

On the other hand, when teeth are thrown 
into strong acids, the enamel softens even 
quicker than the dentine—the bony frame- 
work of the tooth. But we never take strong 
acids into the moufh—certainly never strong 
enough to injure the teeth, since an acid 
strong enough to affect the enamel would be 
immediately painful to the delicate nerves 
of the tongue and lips. 
ven when we take weak acids, such as 
lemonade, orange juice, salads, or pickles, 
the mouth waters and enough alkaline 
saliva_is poured out to make the reaction 
to the mouth alkaline. 

In searching for a cause for decay in teeth, 
we must look elsewhere than to alkalies and 
acids of such strengths as are ever found in 
foods,
